In deciding 


whether to enter info this contest at Fall 
River or not, the Federation should squarely 
recognise the fact that it may be a life-and- 
death efruggle, a struggle involving the 
existence of the labor organizations in the 
United States. It is not a contest with the 
Fall River manufacturers, but with the 
tariff laws of the United States. 
The Fall 


River mill-owners state in so many words 
that under the new law they cannot pay the 
wages they have been paying under the 
former protective tariff. They can only sell 
goods at such prices as the English and 
German manufacturers ask, and consequetly 
can only pay English and German wages. 
If they pay more, they must either sell nt a 
loss or have their goods left on hand. 
In 


either case they conic to a full stop in short 
order. The Democratic claptrap as to free 
raw material compensating the manufacturer 
for the loss of piotection does not apply iu 
this case. The free raw material pica is a 
specious piece of gammon ninety-nine times 
in a hundred, as it. is labor and not raw 
material that constitutes the main factor in 
the cost of all the finer manufactures ; Imt 
in the case of cotton fabrics the humbug 
plea is of no possible account, inasmuch as 
raw cotton is no more free to-day than it 
always was. 
The manufacturers have no 


compensation whatever for the loss of pro- 
tection, and they state that, in view of such 
loss, it is plainly impracticable to pay the 
former wages. 
It is not a matter to fight 


about, not a question as to whether they are 
willing or unwilling to pay ; it is simply a 
question of fact, and the fact is the business 
will not now afford the wages formerly paid. 
That is the statement made by the manufac- 
turers ; and what the spinners and their 
fellow-workers should consider is that this 
statement is the plain truth. These work" 
ingmcm are very many of them Democrats, 
and they were told this truth as distinctly 
as it could be told when they were voting 
the Democratic ticket with enthusiasm for 
four more years of Graver. They were told 
that Democratic success meant for them the 
reduction of their wages to a free-trade stand" 
ard, and they simply scouted the warning 
and went on with their hurrah-boys cam- 
paign with more ?.eal than ever.

If the 
Federation of Labor starts out to throw 
itself against that rock, it will simply be 
dashed to pieces. That is as sure as that 
two and two make four. — Philadelphia 
Telegraph.

Special Examiners Appointed in 


Confederate States, 


LOOHEEN 
MAKES 
AH 
APOLOGY 


Ue Sny» He Refused to Qualify Ex-Rebel 


Surgeoui Under a Misapprehension—A 
Sidelight on the Interior Department'* 
Kullnen. 


Pension Commissioner Lochren some 


time ago wrote s. letter to Ecpresentative 
Buyers of Texas, In reply to a request tor 
the appointment cf an ex-Confederate 
Hiirp;euii us an examiner under the pousior 
office, to the effect thjit surgeon-* wlio bad 
served in the Ciiiiferleriifc army were dis- 
tjuallliud from Sbrvliitf as examiners o! 
Uuion veleraim ior the purpose of ascer- 
taining whetbtr or not Obey are entitled 
to pensions. Mr. Sayers sent this letter to 
some of his constituents in Texas, and 
they raised a great rumpus over it. At a 
meeting of ex-Confederates a resolution 
was pasted denouncing this action o! 
Commissioner Lochren. When this was 
brought to his attention the Commis- 
sioner replied that he had never written 
any such letter. This put Mr. Sayers in 
an embarrassing position, and he pub- 
lished the letter and compelled Mr Loch- 
rcu to acknowledge his mistake. 


LOCIIKEN APOLOOIZKS. 


This the commissioner did with great 


alacrity, and has given out an interview 
apologi/.ing for having signed any such 
letter, asserting that he had done so un- 
der a misapprehension and in the ordinary 
course of business without knowing what 
the letter contained. He said that sur- 
geons who served in the Confederate army 
wen) not excluded from acting as exami- 
ners under the pension oflice, acd that he 
had appointed such men as suvgeons to 
investigate the claims of Union veterans. 
But no such appointments were made be- 
fore Hoke Smith became secretary of the 
interior. 


This interview, taken in connection 


with a statement issued by Mr. Lochren 
in regard to the appointment of special 
examiners in the field to ferret out al- 
leged frauds, throws an interesting side 
light on the extreme desire of this admin- 
istration to please the-ex-Confederates in 
the matter of pensions. The men who 
are responsible 1 ir the statements made 
in the president's message concerning 
"the well known fraudulent pensioners 
in every neighborhood" are these special 
examiners 


HOUTHEBtf STATES FAVORED. 


The state of Alabama supplies eight of 


these examiners, while the state of Massa- 
chusetts furnishes one. Without going 
any further this contrast between the 
loyal state of Massachusetts, which fur- 
ulsbed a vast army of men to put down 
the rebellion in the state of Alabama, 
where the Confederate headquarters wera 
first located, is of itself sufficient to show 
how the pension oflice isnowrun. Georgia 
furnishes tix special examiners and Con- 
necticut one, Kentucky nine and Maine 
four, Mississippi six and Miunesotaone. 
Louisiana furnishes three; South Caro- 
lina, four; Texas, nine; Virginia, eleven; 
Tennessee, nine; North Carolina, seven, 
and Arkansas two. Contrast those with 
the following loyal states: Khode Island, 
cue; Wisconsin, two; New Jersey, five; 
Nebraska, three; Iowa, six; Colorado, one; 
California, four. This will account for the 
remarkable discovery of "frauds" and the 
wholesale and illegal stoppage of pensions 
under this administration. 


WANT WACea 
REDUCED. 


The Philadelphia Times, realizing that 


under the Gorman tariff law the wages of 
the American workingmen are being and 
will continue to be reduced, foolishly at- 
tempts to justify the fact by this state- 
ment, taken from iti issue of Aug. 81,1894: 


''Under the new tariff it will be a per- 


fectly fair proposition to reduce wages 
precisely to the extent MoKinleyism 
raised them,"

"Woolens, under the old laiv, were 


taxed 50 per cent, of their value and <4 
cents per pound. The new law provides 
(after Jan. 1, 18st5) that the entire tax 
shall be but 50 per cent, and abolishrng 
the duty on the weight.
